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WRONG RAIN RECKONINGS. 


The San Francisco Bulletirf, in its 
issue of May 29th, published a table 
giving the rainfall for the season of 
1882-83, furnished by Albert Mont- 
pellier, cashiér_and manager of the 
Grangers’ Bank California, which, 
if correct, would certainly be a val- 
uable addition to the meteorolog- 
ical statistics of the State. In this 


table, however, the rainfall for 
the season in* Los Angeles was 
given as 6.64 inches, which was 


5.44 inches short of the report of the 
Signal Service officer in this city. 
which is officially recognized as cor- 
rect. The injustice done to this sec- 
tion by circulating a report showing 
the-rainfall of Los Angeles to be less 
than that of some cf the driest por- 
tions of the State led the Times to call 
the attention of the Bulletin to the in- 


accuracy of its report, and re- 
quest that the _ correct figures 
_be given. Accordingly, Mr. Mont- 


pellier’s attention was called to the 
matter, and in reply he submitted to 
the editor or the Bulletin the annexed 
explanation : 


Deak Sre: I am in receipt of your 
favor inclosing extract from Los Angeles 
paper, respecting rainfall there. In ex- 
planation, I beg to say that ‘the rainfall 
for Los Angeles for May I obtained 
from the Central Pacific Railroad re- 
turns for May. My statement was 
made out somewhat early in the latter 
part of the month, and consequently 
may not have total fall for last month in 
some of the coast counties. I have 
just received, through the kindness of 
the United States Signal Service, the 
fall in Los Angeles in April, 0.15 inches, 
and in May 2.02 inches. I am, dear 
sir, yours, verytruly, A. MonTPELLIER, 

Cashier and Manager. 


The accuracy of the Bulletin’s re 
port has not been greatly aided by the 
above “explanation,” inasmuch as the 
rainfall for Los Angeles is still short 
nearly four inches. The total rainfa!1 for 
the season in the city 1s 12.08 inches, 
while the Bulietin’s corrected report 
would only make it 8.81 inches. Since 
the Bulletin has often claimed that 
12 inches of rain are absolutely essen- 
tial to bring the wheat crop safely 
through in this State, and our county 
is just now on the point of harvesting 
one of the finest crops of this cereal 
on record, it is to be hoped that our 
cotemporary will correct its serious 
misstatement at an early day. There is 
no desire on the part of the 
TrmEs to throw discredit on the 
remainder of - Mr. Montpellier’s 
rain statistics, but it must be added 
that his attempt to straighten our rain 
record has not improved matters much. 
The fact remains that the very point 
which should have been stated in the 
latest correction of the Bulletin, name- 
ly, the exact rainfall for the season in 
this city, has been carefully omitted 
from the explanation quoted. 


MEXICAN COLONIZATION. 


@ood lands can be obtained at fair 
prices in Mexico, and this fact alone 
is attracting a large tide of immigra- 
tion into that country. Added to this 
is the wealth of its undeveloped re- 
sources, the richness and fertility of 
its soil, its‘ desirable climate, and the 
inducements which its government 
proposes, to offer settlers. Be- 
yond question, a new era has 
begun to dawn for the country, 
and once fairly started in its progres- 
sive march, it will make rapid ad- 
vances.

Experiences of a Missionary Lady Among the 
Brown-Skinned Ohildren of the 
Isles of the Pacific. 


[Mrs. Laura E. Stuntz, of San Ga- 
briel, has kindly sent to the Timms a 
private letter received from her friend: 
Miss Lillie S. Cathcart, the missionary, 
written from the Hawaiian Islands: The 
following extracts from the letter are 
of public interest.— Ep. Trmzs4 

On Sreamer Laxmi, May 25, 
* * Your kind letter found 
me at Hilo, Hawaii. 

I had enjoyed viewing the great 
extinct crater of Halialala, which 
lies a monument of the mighty power 
of God in its immensity, but it was 
dead; while on a neighboring isle are 
the volcanic fires in all their lifeand 
fearfulness. And go my desire was to 
look upon them, therefore I bent my 
steps thitherward, * * In the 
lovely town of Hilo kind friends re- 
ceived me. * * From theré the vol- 
cano Kilauea lies thirty miles distant. 
A friend and myself, accompanied by 
a native guide, wended our way 
through dense tropical forests, ferny 
swamps, and over rocky wastes, where 
the path consisted almost solely of 
volcanic rocks, and the clink of our 


horses’ shoes reminded one of stone- 
paved streets at home. Suddenly 
there came to us whiffs of heated airy, 
dense smoke and steam rolled up at 
our left, sulphurous fumes filled our 
olfactories, and in a moment more: we 
saw far down below us the fires that 
are never quenched. It was then 
almost sunset, and we deemed it 
tog late to descend into the 
crater, so cont«nted ourselves with vis- 
iting the sulphur banks and viewing 
the lake fromafar. The next morning 
we found we must brave a drifting 
rain if we would see ‘Madam Pale,” 
but at that time we felt equal to 
almost any storm. The day, however, 
proved better than our fears, for the 
clouds would often lift, letting the 
sunshine through. During the day 
we walked from twelve to fourteen 
miles, so you can readily see that the 
tropics have not materially diminished 
my strength, when you consider we 
rode over thirty miles of mountain 
path both the day previous and fol- 
lowing. The entire crater is several 
miles in extent, with walls from three 
to six hundred feet high. The bed of 
the crater is cold, black lava. In the 
crater at present are two active lakes. 
from a mile to a mile and a half in 
diameter. Here we spent seve ral hours 
in the afternoon and evening watch- 
ing the play of the lava. Lava when 
hot is red. A deeper, denser, redder |: 
red than anything I know of. It cools 
rapidly, and as it cools it changes 
through all the bright, warm, rich 
tints from red to royal purple, brown, 
black, glittering. This is the phenom- 
ena as nearly as I can put it in writ- 
ing. Consider the surface of the lake 
as nearly at rest, the greater part of it 
covered with a thin, dark ‘crust, here 
and there a boiling spring. Now 
bright seams strike across it in differ- 
ent directions, narrow at first, then 

widening. Soon section after section 
of the crust will rise_upon its edge, 
turn over and fallinto the seething 
lava with a great splash; then it will 
boil and bubble (like thick, hasty pud- 
ding or maple sugar most done), 
throwing itself many feet in the air. 
This repeats itself till it extends over 
the whole lake. Then partsof it cool 
off again, and thus it goes on, age 
after age, sometimes more active than 
at others. 

In some parts of the craters the 
fumes of brimstone, sulphur, and 
other gases are so intense as to be al- 
most suffocating. In other parts 
there is now considerable activity, as 
for example, while returning we found 
our wet clothes drying and our feet 
very warm. Looking down we could 
see the rocks red hot to within a foot 
of the surface in many of the cracks, 

Proceeding on our way, we came to 
a field of fire about an acre in size. 
Our guide suggested that we walk 
over it, but we preferred a longer way 
home. There were several places 
where the lava was pouring ont, and 
from one we secured some specimens. 
The next day, through the rain, we 
wended our way back to Hilo. Thus 
ended one of the most wonderful 
visits I ever expect to make. 

Now, I am en route to Honolulu to 
prepare for leaving on the “Star.” 
We do not get off as early as we had 
hoped. I presume not petore the ba 
dleof June. *

A New Industry in New England. 

Boston Herald. | 

Not a small part of central and south- 
ern New England, no longer profitable 
for agriculture, is now growing up 
with white pine; and this white 
pine, if it can only be protected, will 
in a few years, it is safe to predict, 
exceed in value the net profit all the 
New England farms can produce dur- 
ing the next fiftygyears. In some 
parts of New Eng and this second 
growth of pine has en grewing for a 


considerable time, and has _ al- 
ready given rise to large and 
‘profitable industries. The value 


of logs cut in Massachusetts during 
the census year reached nearly $2,000,- 
000; at least one-half were second 
growth white pine. More than 100,- 
000,000 feet of second growth white 
pine were sawed during the same year 
in Vermont and New Hampshire, and 
nearly, if not quite as much more, in 
Maine. The manufacture of wooden- 
ware, an important and growing Mas- 
sachusetts industry, depending upon 
this second growth of pine, has made 
Winchenden, Worcester county, the 
great center of this business in the 
United States, 1f not in the world. 
These ‘young forests of pine are al- 
ready of great value in New England; 
at no distant day they must become 
one of the most important factors in

A Son Avenges the Death of His 
Father. 


Dakes, the Murderer of Capt. Nutt, 
State Treasurer of Pennsylvania 
Killed by the Murde 
Man’s Son. 


PirtspurcH, June 13.—The 
Post's Uniontown, Pennsylva- 
nia, special says: James Nutt, 
son of State Treasurer Captain 
A. Nutt, deceased, shot and kill- 
ed Dukes, his father’s murderer, 
this evening at half-past seven 
o'clock. He shot four times, all 
the balls taking effect. Dukes 
died instantly. Dukes had been 
frequently warned of his danger 
in remaining in Uniontown, and 
he lately said that. he would ei- 
ther stay there or in the ceme- 
tery. ,t is said that he had ex- 
pressed fear of the son of Cap- 
tain Nutt, and was uever cn the 
street after nightfall. To-day 
James Nutt was seen practising 
with a revolver at his home, and 
this evening about half-past sev- 
en he was standing near the post- 
office, when Dukes came along. 
As Dukes was passing he turned 


Mrs. Nutt was also apprehensive 
that her son would thus take the 
matter into his own hands, and 
has tried hard and often to in- 


| duce him to promise her that he 


would not do it. She could nev- 
er get him to give her any as- 
surance however, as he persist- 
ently refused to make any prom- 
ises. A few days ago he went 
home in a very irritable movd, 


stand this. I met Duke on the 
street to~day, and he laughed in 
my face.”

PAPER RAILROAD TIES. 


An Invention Which, It Is 
Said Will Save American 
Forests. 


N. Y. Sun. 


A tall man with sharp features 
and a thoughtful air, sat in a 
small study, and gazed gravely 
at a brown object that lay at his 
feet. 
“Tt isa paper railroad cross- 
tie,” he said. 
The reporter lifted it with 
some difficulty. It was of very 
close fiber and so highly pol- 
ished that it resembled rosewood. 
Its inventor tapped it with his 
nail and said: | 

“Tt doesn’t seem much like 
paper does it?” 

“Tt seems more like iron. Is 
it possible that it is made of*pa- 

rr?” 
“Oh, yes; almost anything 
can now be made of paper. A 
paper ball can be rendered so 
solid that nothing can indent it 
but a diamond tool. Car wheels 
are now made of paper. Its 
strength is astonishing. You 
can suspend 339 pounds from a 
Bank of England note and it 
Bath tubs, pots, 


of shell, and seemed sound and 
hard. The sun had dried it off 
rapidly on the outside after it 
had become wet, but the moist- 
ure had slowly soaked through 
the body of the tie and rotted it 
awry. I gaveitupfor a time. 
I could think of nothing feasible.

This was 
another expense to be added to 
the cost of short-lived wooden 
sleepers. 

“Then I thought of paper. 
Tkere are scores ot mills in the 
country where paper, straw, 
prairie grass and other fibrous 
substances are converted into 
straw board. The process is sim- 
ple. The straw is reduced to a 
pulp, and then run out into 
boards. These straw _ boards 
are sold all over the country and 
used as substitutes for wood. 
My invention utilizes straw 
board. The cross tie is con- 
structed of sheets or layers of pa- 
per or straw board, laid one up- 
on another, cemented and com- 
pressed into moulds. It makes 
a perfect cross tie. It is practic-

We print the following arti- 
cle from the Chicago Tribune, 
which is not at all exagyera- 
ted; and what is more, the wal- 
nut seems especially adapted to 
the Sacramento valley.

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AN OAKLAND SENSATJON. 


City Treasurer Dods Steals Fifty 
Thousand Dollars. 


The Desperate Man Attempis to Commit Sul 
icide—How he disposed of the Money. 
Heartrending Scenes—Etc. 


The City Clerk and Treasurer 
of Oakland, James Dods, has 
been discovered to be a defaul- 
ter in the sum of about $50,- 
000. Dods was elected to the 
office for a fourth term last 
spring, the term beginning March 
Ist. He shouid have filed his 
official bond within ten days 
after his election, but did not do 
so. When requested to do so by 
the members of the City Coun- 
cil, he replied that he thought 
that his bond for the last term 
would answer the purpose and 
that when he was elected for 
the third term in 1881 his for- 
mer bond was used. He was 
urged to file a bond for this term, 
and set about to procure it. The 
bond of his office is in $140,000, 
with sureties for twice that 
amount. He experienced great 
difficulty in procuring bondsmen 
in that amount, but finally met 
with success last week. On the 
bond are forty-eight sureties, 
mostly for small amounts of 
between $2,000 and $10,000. 
Some ot the sureties are known 
to be solvent, while others are 
considered doubtful. A special 
meeting of the City Council was 
held on Monday night last and 
the bond was approved. On the 
tollowing day—-Tuesday—-the 
-Finence Committee of the Cun- 
- cil went to his office to examine 
' the books and eount the coin. 
The committee bad not done 
this before because they wished 
to await the approval ot the 
bond. Two members of the 
- committee, Messrs. Garber and 
Dean, and; Mayor Martin pro- 
ceeded to investigate. They met 
Mr. Dods at the office and they 
agreed to conduct the investi- 
gation on Wednesday~ morning. 
In accordance with this agree- 
ment they went to the Treasur- 
er’s office but did not find Dods, 
and were told that he was at 
his residence, No. 1006 Web- 
ster street. The committee pro- 
ceeded to 

EXAMINE THE BouKS 


Of his office. The sate was 
found to be locked, and Dods was 
the only person having a key. 
After a due investigation it was 
found that the sum of the cash 
in the Treasury should be some- 
thing over $50,000. Believing 
that such a large sum would not 
be kept in the safe, they went 
to the several banks in Oakland 
to inquire if the coin was depos- 
ited in any of them, but ascer- 
tained that it was not. Council- 
men Garber and Dean went yes- 
terday to Mr Dods’ house and 
found that he had attempted to 
commit suicide on Tuesday 
night by taking morphine, but 
probably from the fact that he 
took too much the drug did not 
prove fatal. He was in bed and 
trembling violently. The com- 
mittee told him they wanted the 
account of the money, and also 
to count the coin. Dods replied 
that everything would 4e all 
right to-morrow, and gave the 
same answer to a second demand. 
The statement showing that 
about $50,000 should be in his 
hands, was brought out, and 
then he admitted that he had 
taken the money. When ask- 
ed if the statement was correct, 
he replied that it was, and that 
all the money was gone, except a 
few thousand in the safe at the 
office. A that time Dod’s wife 
knew nothing of his defalcation. 


THE DOOR WAS OPENED, 


When the gentleman went to the 
house, by Dods’ beautiful daugh- 
ter, who also knew nothing of 
her father’s trouble. After the 
Councilmen left, they had a con- 
sultation with Mayor Martin and 
City Attorney Yule. Asa result, 
the City Attorney went to Dods’ 
house, and the latter made a 
similar confession to him. Mr. 
Yule insisted that. Dods should 
tell hig, wife all. After much 
urging Dods consented. The 
scene between the husband and 
wife is said to have been most 
affecting. Mrs. Dods received 
the shocking information with 
expressions of great feeling and 
pitiful sobbing. Then Mrs. Dods 
and Mr. Yule had a consultation 
as to what was best to be done to 
prevent the desperate man from 
doing violence to himself, and to 
prevent him from making his es- 
cape. Mrs. Dods feared that her 
husband would again attempt 
suicide. The question was 
whether Dods should be taken 
to the City Prison or should be 
guarded in his home by the po- 


lice. The latter step was finally 


agreed upon, and a detail of pv- 
lice officers was placed on guard 
over his residence, and an officer 
was likewise placed in his office 
with instructions that if Dods 
came there he should not be al- 


lowed to touch anything. A 
consultation was held last even- 
ing at Mr. Yule’s office between 
the Council and Mayor Martin, 
Dods being present. The con- 
sultation adjourned at 11:30 
o'clock, and a few minutes after- 
ward City Attorney Yule and 
Dods made their appearance at 
the City Prison, and the former 
directed the officer in charge to 
place him in acell and make him 
as comfortable as possible. Dods 
was 
IN A PITIABLE CONDITION. 


He trembled violently and his 
nervous system appeared thor- 
oughly wrecked. He was at 
once confined in one of the tanks, 
and by direction of the Mayor no 
one was permitted to talk with 
him. Dods himself was in such 
a condition that no intelligible 
explanation could have been ob- 
tained had he been allowed to 
talk, and felt so inclined. The 
news of Dods’ arrest spread rap- 
idly throughout Oakland last 
night, creating great excitement. 

Dods came to Oakland about 
ten years ago from Iowa Hill, re- 
ported, at that time, to be worth 
$2,500,000. He gained most of 
his money in mining property, 
and for a time devoted his atten- 
tion to their interests. He owned 
a large share in the Idaho mine 
at Grass Valley. By the crash 
of 1875 Dods lost a large amount 
of property. He was elected to 
the City Council, and in 1877 
City Clerk and Treasurer, and 
has held the office ever since, 
three times being re-elected, each 
time by overwhelming majorities. 
He was a Republican in politics. 
No man in Oakland had in a 
greater degree public confidence 
and private credit. Undoubt- 
edly most of the money taken 
from the city treasury was used 
for speculating in stocks. His 
first peculation occurred about a 

ear after he went into office. 
The first money was taken up- 
doubtedly to cover up his losses, 
with the expectation of replacing 
it, until at last the amouut as- 
sumed such immense proportions 
that it was impossible for him to 
replace it. The total amount of 
his stealings foot up $49,800, less 
a few hundred dollars found in 
the safe. A thorough examin- 
ation of the books and papers 
will be made to day. 

The Mayor and Finance Com- 
mittee of the Council resolved 
not to divulge any of the matter 
connected with the affair, and 
the information has been ob- 
tained by great difticulty through 
outside parties, and may not be 
accurate in every particular. 
Dods is forty-nine years of age. 


Keeping off the Curculio, 
Corr. Cultivator’s Guide. | 

Henry Strawn was riding past 
an orchard of plum trees, and 
saw corn cobs around a good 
many trees; and as he never saw 
anything of the kind before, his 
curiosity was excited, so he stop- 
ped and inquired of the old 
Dutchman who owned the trees 
what it meant. He told him it 
was to prevent the curculio from 
destroying the fruit, and that he 
had tried it with good success. 
Mrs. Strawn said her brother-in- 
law had tried it, and whenever 
he had used the cobs his trees 
were loaded with plums; and 
that she had used them for four 
‘years and had never failed. One 
year she did not put them on all 
the trees, and the plums dropped 
off those that had no cobs around 
them when about _half-grown. 
Now, the Strawns are men of 
expericnce, both being large stock 
men, handling from two to three 
thousand head every year. They 
have thirty thousand acres of 
land apiece, which, even in IIli- 
nois, should give a man some 
standing. At any rate I had 
rather take their experience than 
the denunciations of my friend 
from Orange, for if he has met 
with a loss by experimenting in 
one direction, he may be sure he 
will lose nothing by the cobs. 
And further, he says: ‘How 
absurd it is to imagine the cur- 
culio depositing her eggs in a 
hard, rough corn corb.” I say: 
How absurd it is for Mr. War- 
ren to think that all the goodness 
and genius has been extracted 
out of the American people, 
when we all know that we have 
just begun to develop the genius 
and enterprise of our people; and 
I think that we will yet over- 
come nearly all the pests that 
destroy our fruit. Although 
most every remedy that ingen- 
uity can devise has been tried, 
yet sweetened corn corbs have 
outgenerated them all. So I 
would advise my friend to try 
the corn cobs. .

LEX TALIONIS. 


Dukes, the Pennsylvania Murderer, 


Meets his Death . 


At the Hands of the Som of Capt. Nutt, the 


Man Whom he Murdered—Detallis 
of the Martling Tragedy. 


A Uniontown (Pa.) dispatch ef June 
13 says: 

James Nutt, son of State Treasur r 
Captain A. Nutt, deceased, shot and 
killed Dukes, his father’s murderer, 
this evening at half-past seven o’clock. 
Officer Frank Pegg, Geo. Hutchin- 
son, Alfred Collins and ‘others who 
saw the occurrence, describe it as fol- 
lows: James Nutt was standing 
against a post, inside the room that 
joins the pdstoffice and fronts on Main 
street. This room was, until lately, 
occupied by a drug store. While 
standing here Dukes came down the 
street from the direction of Jennings’ 
hotel, walking briskly, with a cane 


under his arm. Just as he turned the 
corner toward the postoffice door 
young Nutt stepped down the step, 
pulled his revolver and fired two 
shots at him in quick succession. 
Dukes looked around and started 
to run into the  postoffice door, 
Nut . fired again and 
followed in close pu.suit. Just 
as Dukes got inside the postoffice 
his assailant fired two. more shots, and 
Dukes fell heavily to the floor on his 
face. E. A. Lingo rushed into the 
office and stooped down to pick him 
up. Dukes tried to say something, 
but could only gasp, and in a moment 
he was dead. By this tinie Officer 
Pegg reached young Nutt and laid 
hold of him. The latter struggled 
fiercely to frea himself, but when he 
discovered it was an officer he quietly 
yielded and was taken to jail. Dukes’ 
body was removed to his room at the 
hotel, where Coroner Sturgeon impen- 
eled a jury. No testimony was taken, 
Owing to the difficulty of getting wit- 
nesses, and the inquest was adjourned 
until to-morrow morning. On exam- 
ining the body it was found that 
three of the balls had entered the back 
near the side under the left arm and 

etrated toward the heart, lodging 
in the breast very near the skin, where 
they were cut out. They all three en- 
tered within two or three inches of 
each other. On Dukes’ body was 
found his old pistol. 


SKETCH OF THE SLAYER. 


James Nutt is the second of Captain 
Nutt’s children, being next in age to 
Miss Lizzie, and will be 21 years old 
in August. He is a quiet young man, 
seldom having anything to say, except 
when spoken to, and then not much. 
He is of peculiar tenor of mind, not 
being very sociable, but decidedly re 
tired. When his father was kiMed not 
a few predicted James would avenge 
the murder. Dukes himself feared 
this boy more than any other person. 
Mrs. Nutt was also apprehensive that 
her son would thus take the matter 
into his own hands, and has tried hard 
and often to induce him to promise her 
that he would not do it. She could 
never.get him to give her any assurance, 
however, as he persistently refused 
to make any promises. A few days 


ago he went home in a very irritable 


mood and said to his mother: “I 
can’t stand this. I met Dukes on the 
street to-day and he laughed in my 
face.’ She feared from this time on 
that the worst would come. Itis not 
known when or where James pur- 
chased his revolver, nor is it thought 
that any one had any datimation that 
he had formed such a purpose. He 
performed it with coolness and deltb- 
eration, and remarked afterwards that 
it had to be done. After he was in 
the hands of the officers he asked 
anxiously whether he had hurt any one 
else. He repeated this inquiry to 
those who visited him after he was in 
jail, and when he was assured that his 
bullets had liarmed only Dukes, he 
seemed satisfied. 
HISTORY OF THE CRIME. 
Last fall, N. L. Dukes, member- 


elect of the Pennsylvania Legislature, 
wrote a letter to Captain Nutt con- 


‘cerning the daughter of the latter. 


The parties all lived at Uniontown, 
Fayette county, of which Dukes and 


Nutt were prominent citizens, while 


Miss Nutt was a beautiful and popular 
belle. Dukes’ letter to Nutt, couch- 
ed in*the most atrocious language, 
was to the effect that Miss Nutt was 
notoriously unchaste, and it contained 
the names of several young men of 
Uniontown who, he said, could testify 
from personal experience to the truth 
of his assertions. He wrote that the 
young lady had surrendered - herself 
to him, and. gave the details to the 
father in the most shocking terms. 
Two or three letters passed between 
them, and then, at the  sug- 
gestions of Dukes, Capt. Nutt 
called at the former’s room in his 
hotel. The two were alone for a few 
minutes, when vther persons entered 
the apartment and found them 
clinched. They were separated, when 
Dukes drew a pistol and shot Nutt 
dead. At the subsequent trial Dukes 
was acquitted, and the indignation of 
the people was so great that several of 
the jurors were mobbed, and all were 
hung in effigy. The Legislature re- 
fused to permit Dukes to take his 
seat, and he resigned. The gentlemen 
alluded to in Dukes’ !etter all denied 
the truth of the assertion, and the uni- 


_ versal opinion of the people of Union- 


town was that the young lady was 
chaste and virtuous. Dukes has ever 
since been completely ostracised by 
the people, was disbarred at the 
unanimous request of the legal frater- 
nity of Uniontown, has been stoned in 
the streets. by women, and, up to the 
hour of hi8 death, slunk through the 
streets of his native town hated, des- 
pised and dishegitred.
